3. For the avoidance of doubt, the discontinuances provided for in paragraphs 1 and 
2 above are without prejudice to: (i) any rights, claims, defenses or responses that the NFL and 
any of the Insurers may have against each other, now or in the future; and (ii) any rights, claims, 
defenses or responses that any of the Insurers and AIG may have against each other, now or in 
the future, except to the extent that AIG and any of the Insurers may have tolled the statute of 
limitations, laches or other time-based defenses as between one another pursuant to the 
Stipulation Regarding Cross-Claims and Counterclaims Among Insurer Parties and that certain 
Tolling Agreement executed between AIG and the Insurers in 2018; 

4. AIG is dismissed from these actions in accordance with and subject to the 
foregoing; 

5. No party hereto is an infant, incompetent person for whom a committee has been 
appointed, or conservatee; 
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6. This stipulation may be executed in counterparts, each of which shall be deemed 
an original but all of which constitute one and the same agreement. Facsimile or PDF signatures
